British and French troops today 
reached the town of Combles on 
the Somme front after having vir- 
tually pocketed 
the place in 
a 
struggle of many weeks' duration 
and are fighting to gain coraple^ 
possesison of it. 
Attacking from

London reports, and are overcom- 
ing German resistance there. 


On the south the French have 
reached the town's edge and have 
penetrated the cemetery.

The Combles salient, doggedly 
maintained by the Germans, has 
long been a serious hindrance to

There is a most striking contrast between the campaigns now be- 
ing waged by President Wilson and Candidate Hughes that can 
scarcely fail to attract the attention of the thoughtful voter. On ofie 
hand we find the president, speaking alone to non-partisan gatherings 
and recounting the constructive achievements of the past four years. 
On the other is Mr. Hughes, dashing about the country at high speed, 
attacking tliis and attacking that, but always attacking, always 
criticizing, always protesting and always viewing with alarm. He is 
able to see nothing but gloom and disaster ahead for this land of the 
free unless it quickly hear and heed—and vote for him in November. 
Meantime, the president is submitting his record to the people and 
calmly pointing the way to larger achievement and larger privileges 
under the laws democracy has given to the people. 


Two of these addresses on the presidential program have already 
been given—the first to New Jersey business men who visited the 
president's vacation home at Shadow Lawn on Saturday, and the 
second to the national convention of the grain dealers at Baltimore on 
Monday. In each case the president's speech was almost entirely de- 
void of politics. He spoke not as a candidate for the presidency, but

At Baltimore the president declared his conviction that through 
the new tariff commission, the federal trade commission, the federal 
reserve act, the shipping bill and similar measures he expected Ameri- 
can business men, the best business men in the world, to open up a 
new and a greater era for the nation. He pointed out the purpose '' to 
remove all ingenious constructions an^ make it perfectly clear what 
the liberties as well as the restrictions of trade in this country,'' shall 
be, and made it apparent that he is seeking not personal or political 
advancement, but a greater, more prosperous, more efficient and al- 
ways just America. 


It will be helpful to the voter if he will read the speeches of Mr.' 
"Wilson and Mr. Hughes side by side. There will then be no doubt in 
his mind as to which is. conducting the sort of campaign that merits 
his support on the basis of constructive achievement rather than rasp- 
ing criticism and indefinite promise.

Vice President of the United States. 


Soon after my advent into the senate 
of the United States I became con- 
vinced that a vice president is com- 
parable to a man overtaken by a cata- 
leptic seizure in that he knowa what is 
going on about hini, but that he is not 
responsible for it and can say nothing. 
There is nothing to prevent him from 
describing 
his experiences, 
however, 
when awakened by a campaign. 


Thi-ee years and more of a most mo- 
mentous period in the history of the 
country have elapsed'since the last in- 
augural date, March 4, 1913. 
Almost 
with the celerity of a moving picture 
the scenes have changcd from day to 
day and from moment to moment. 
No 
one would be foolish enough to attempt 
now to explain these scenes and, if there 
were, no one 
else 
would 
be foolish 
enough to waste his time by reading 
the explanations and descriptions. 
Old 
scenes have given way to new ones. 


Administrations are judged by the 
people, not in piecemeal nor by analy 
ses of isolated acts of legislature or ad- 
ministration. 
The public takes a birds- 
eye view and approves or rejects witli 
the fearlessness of an art critic writing 
under a pseudonym. 


So far as the upper branch of con- 
gress is concei-ned the first picture which 
impressed itself upon my mind was thf 
number of lordly gentlemen represent- 
ing special interests, so long accustom- 
ed 
to 
molding 
legislation, 
growing 
restive under the insistence of a demo- 
cratic majority, aided by certain liberai 
republicans, that a new system of taxa- 
tion should be inaugurated in this coun- 
try whereby the burdens of government 
would be equitably placed upon 
thf 
persons and the property of all the per ^ 
pie. 
Their restiveness 
increased imt 
they were inspired to utter dire threat' 
And here for the first time Woodro^ 
Wilson appeared in the scene. 
He so: 
eranly charged that a baneful and in 
imical lobby was influencing, or 
at 
tempting to influence, the taxmg Icgi" 
lation of congress 
, 


Straightway, a lobby committee was 
appointed to investigate the president's 
charge and the night of its appointment 
was one of broken slumber for me, for 
the trundling of the trunks and 
the 
speedv departure of the pampered few 
from'the hotel where I was trying to 
sleep constituted a nightlong disturbance. 
From that moment up to this good hour, 
no one has had the audacity to say that 
however unwise or however foolish or 
however immature.has been the legisla- 
tion of congress, any of it has been 
enacted with any other intent than to 
promote the commonweal and 
develop 
the betterment of all our citizens. 


At that moment, Woodrow Wilson be- 
came in fact what he had been in n a m e - 
president of the United States and re- 
sponsible head of thè democratic party. 
Legislative enactment after legislative 
enactment has fpllowed each upon the 
other's heels. Their titles are household 
words everywhere in America today. And 
the remarkable thing about the work of 
this president and party 
leader—this 
"democratic tyrant" and "constitutional 
Usurper," who is charged with interfer- 
ing ceaselessly with the affairs of con- 
gress, is that practically all of the enact- 
ments which he has believed ought to be 
written into the statute books and which 
he has insisted should be written into 
them, have so impressed themselves up- 
on the minds of certain republicans as to 
command republican support.

Chicago, Sept. 26.—Tliat nnifiviely Chi- 
cagoan pastime—the killing of husbands 
without the paying of penalty—is going 
to stop. 
And it is the women them- 
lelves who are going to stop it. 


Since 1907 twenty women have been 
acquitted of the charge of 
murdering 
their husbands or lovers. 


The "affinity murder" is almost 
as 
familiar as burglary or bank robbing. 


In almost every case the woman at 
the bar was young and attractive and she 
came into court with her bowed head 
crowned with a halo of romance. 


Women lawyers now are demanding 
that a woman prosecute the latest case 
—that of Mrs. Iva Barnes, accused of 
shooting her husband, James R. Barnes, 
wealthy business man twice her age. 


They have petitioned the state's at- 
torney to appoint Miss Agnes McHugh 
special prosecutor. 


"A man jury will not convict a woman 
murderer in this county," says Miss Mc- 
Hugh, "if the prosecutor is a man. 


"I think tliis leniency may be traced to 
the chivalry latent in every man. 
The 
jurors see two or three big strong men 
sitting at the prosecutors' table, and sub- 


consciously feel that these fierce prose- 
cutors are attacking the frail, pretty 
woman in the prisoner's chair. 
Their 
instinct is to defend her. 


"Perhaps their pity would not be stir- 
red so profoundly if a woman was in the 
prosecutor's chair. 


"I believe the leniency of juries with 
feminine slayers is responsible for the 
wave of 'affinity crimes' sweeping over 
Chicago. 


"The woman criminaLwill rcceive jus- 
tice only when there's a woman in court 
to prosecute her. We demand justice for 
women—not maudlin sympathy or len- 
iency."

Like Gen. "Wood, Gen. Pershing has had 
the distinction of being jumped over more 
than 100 other officers in reaching the 
rank of general officer. Ho was captain of 
cavalry In the Philippines when he was 
promoted over his brother captains, who 
ranked him, and all the majors, lieutenant 
colonels, and colonels of the army to brig- 
adier general. 


Career Spectacular One. 


Gen, Pershing has 
had 'a 
spetacular 
career in the army. He was in the cam- 
paign against the Apaches in 1886, and 
later was In the Sioux campaign, com- 
manding the Indian scouts. He organized 
the bureau of insular affairs of the war 
department after occupation of the Philip- 
pines, and was first chief of tue bureau. 


It was in the campaign against the 
Moros in the Philippines, however, that 
Pershing won his spurs. 
As captain of 
cavlary he commanded the military oper- 
ations in central Mindanao against the 
Moros, which terminated In their defeat 
at Bagsag. During the Russo-Japanese 
war he iik'as military attache at Toklo, 
and was with Gen. Kuroki's army in 
Manchuria. Gen. PeFshing was ordered to 
the Mexican border from the Presidio at 
San Francisco two years ago. 
Shortly 
after his departure his wife and three 
children lost their lives in a fire at the 
army post there. 


When Villa made his raid on Columbus. 
Pershing was put in charge of the army 
and ordered to get him. That he failed 
to accomplish his task Is entirely due to 
the restrictions placed upon his actions 
by President Wilson and Gen. Carranza, 
according to army officers here.

The afternoon war bulletin of July lU 
contained the following: 


"An enemy raid directed against one 
of our small posts in the Paschcndaal 
region failed under our fire." It is learn- 
ed from oil oilieial .spuree that the fail- 
ure was due to Fox, who was thus re- 
ferred to in the next day's regimental 
orders: 
"Fox. series F 4, No. 22], ken- 
nel A, prevented a raid attempted on 
one of our first line trenches by the 
(iermaiis. 
Taking 
advantage 
of the 
darkness, and when a gale was blowing, 
the enemy 
succeeded in reaching our 
barbed wire without being seen or heard. 
The dog, Fox, of the Nineteenth com- 
j)any. on sentry 
at 
the end of the 
trend), twice gave tl)e alarm and thus 
allowed us to receive the enemy with 
grenade 
lire. 
The 
surprise 
attack 
failed."' 


Two other dogs, Diana and Cybele, 
have been 
distinguished iti the same 
way, and all three have, besides, been 
introduced b.y moving pictures to the 
Paris public. 


Anecdotes of occasions on which these 
"war dogs," as they are known, have 
saved critical situations during 
actual 
fighting by acting as dispatcli i-unners, 
aro innumerable, and staff officers have 
calculated that in one section of the 
front aloni! six thousand .soldiers were 
saved from death or danger by these 
always modest auxiliaries.

are announced here for the forty-fourth 
triennial 
general 
convention 
of 
the 
Protestant Episcopal church, which will 
be held in St. Tx)uis beginning October 
11, to continue for the greater part of 
three weeks. 


Among the important subjects whicli 
will come before the convention are re- 
ports from commissions which have been 
sitthig for the past three years drawing 
up proposals for the revision and en- 
richment of the prayer book, stricter 
lawi for dealing with the question of 
re-marriage of divorced persons, and the 
provi.sion of a bishop to have special 
oversight of work among the J)egroes. 
Bishops will also be electcd for Sou(!i 
Dakota, western Colorado and Liberia. 


Among a number of special featiues 
of the convention there will be an open- 
ing sermon by Kt. Rev. Sylvester Tuttle. 
bishop of Missouri, who is the senior 
prelate of the Episcopal church and who 
this year celebrates the fiftieth anni- 
versary of his election to the episcopate. 


Another notable event will be the 
triennial service of the Womiin's Auxil- 
iary to the Board of Missions which is 
to be held in Christ ChiU'ch Cathedral, 
October 12. At this service will be pre- 
sented the women's missionary ofTerin:^ 
which 
three years 
ago amoimted 
to 
.$2«.'),000. It is ox-pccted that this amoniit 
will be P.xcecded this year. 


An entirely ner" feattire Avill be ihr. 
stagiîig of a pageant of the church in 
the Coliseum, a buildinir seating 14,000 
people. The pageant w-ill present in pic- 
torial form the main events in Ihc liis- 
tory of the church. 
Over two thousand 
persons Avill take part. 


The general convention is composed 
of the liouse of hisliops and the lioiîs-^ 
of deputies, which sit separately with 
each having a veto on the other. 


There are now in the church one hun- 
dred and twenty-two bishops, and they, 
will aU be in attendance with very few 
exee])}ions due to the infirmities of ago.

man and one layman, as are also the 
ten foreign misisonary districts.

26.—Declaring 
that the eight-hour law for railway 
trainmen has been mucji misrepresented, 
and that it saved the business men and 
the farmer from disaster, Senator Rob 
ert M. LaFollettc, of Wisconsin, the 
only republican senator to vote for tho 
lav.-, is out today in a signed editorial 
in the September number of his maga- 
zine defending the passage of the law. 
He. indorses the sentiments expressed 
by President Wilson uefore the business 
men at Shadow Lawn on Saturûay. 


Senator LaFollette denies that the 
eight-hour law was a "force bill," as 
Charles E. Hughes contends. 
He says 
that tile railroad employes made their 
demands of the railroads and not upon 
congress, and it Avas only when a strike 
became probable that the president and 
congress stepped in and averted the dis- 
aster. 


The Wisconsin senator charges that 
millions of dollars were expended by 
the railroads during the pendency of 
their negotiations with the trainmen 
in an effort to influence public senti- 
ment against the demands of the train- 
men for an eight-hour day. 


Says People Made to Pay. 


"These millions did not come from 
the. profits of the railroad manager.s 
or the railroad owners," said Senator 
LaFollette. "They came from tho funds 
of the treasuries of the railroads. 
This 
campaign was conducted with money 
that really belonged to the people. 


"The shippers and 
passengers 
wsre 
made in the last ana-lysis to finance a 
publicity 
campaign 
to influence their 
own judgment upon one side of this 
great question." 


The senator saya that the trainmen 
had no such resources for a publicity 
campaign to shape public 
opinion in 
their favor, nor did they have the ad- 
ditional advanfage of placing flamboy- 
ant placards upon the walls of wait- 
ing-rooms at railway stations to influ« 
ence their case with the traveling pub- 
lic. 


Limit for EfSciency. 


Senator LaFollette «ays taht when he 
secured the sixteen-hour limitation for 
railroad employes he was met by the 
same argument that is now being made 
against the eight-hour day. 


"The railroads and some other largo 
employers are slow to learn," said tiie 
senator, "but abundant experience ha i 
shown that for the trades, professi(.ns 
and crafts where skilled courage, cau- 
tion and close attention are required 
the eight-hour day is the maximum for 
efficiencv.

Schwanz, 
Reading Clerk P. R. Bell, Ed Yergens, 
Otto F. Effingham 
and 
J. J. Perrey, 
reads as follows: 


"Whereas, The Fort Wayne Federa- 
tion of Labor, realizing 
tjie 
impor- 
tance of the movement now In progress 
to construct a collapsible dam in the 
Maumee river at the eastern city limits, 
which will be the means of having a 
stage of water 
in 
our three 
rivers 
throughout the entire 
city, of suffi- 
cient depth to provide 
for 
boating, 
swimming 
and 
such other 
aquatic 
sports as are usually had at summer 
resorts, and, 


"Whereas, The construction of this 
dam would also be of great benefit to 
our sewage systein and afford better 
sanitation and health than the present 
river channels, which are now nothing 
more than an open sewer, and as it 
would also stop the encroachment of 
our river banks anil prevent growths 
of vegetation, all of which would be 
of great value toward solving the flood 
prevention problem, and, 


"Whereas, The growth, health and 
prosperity of our city is in a great

The democratic central committee has 
just issued 
the 
following important 
statement regarding registration: 


October 9 th, will be registration day. 
Upon this day every good American citi- 
zen in the state of Indiana should qual- 
ify himself, if not already so qualified, 
to be able to vote at the coming gen- 
eral election November 7th. 


In short, all voters that registered 
in 1914 and voted at the general elec- 
tion in 1914, and have not moved, but 
reside at the same place that they did 
in 1914, is already a qualified voter 
and need not register, unless he has been 
disfranchised and if disfranchised, then 
he is no voter. 


Now this matter of a permanent reg- 
istration was one of the wise acta of 
the last legislature. 
The provisions of 
the act relating to change of precmet, 
boundry lines and so forth, has made it 
a dilTicuIt task in Allen county for the 
officials to save all of the registration. 
However, our ever efficient officials have 
kept the registration records and poll 
books compiled at the 1^14 general elec- 
tion intact, in fact not a single one is 
missing from either the auditor's or 
clerk's office. 


Wiicn is becamo necespary for the 
board of commissioners to change the 
boundary lines of the precincts, it made 
a very difficult task to save the regis- 
tration for more than one-haif of the 
precinct boundry lines in the city have 
been changed, also, Adams, Washington, 
Wayne and Cedar Creek townships have 
been changed, but all parties that live 
at the same place tlidj' did and have not 
moved, registered in 1914 and voted at 
the general election in 1914, Mill not 
be required to register, although the pre- 
cinct boundary has been changed. 


A DifHcult Task. 


Again, let us repeat this has been a 
very difficult task and no doubt there 
may be a few errors. 
Now some peo- 
ple becom» very angry when you have 
missed them from the registered list. 
We should take into conaidei'atlon all 
these matters. 
The names on the old 
registration list were copied from the 
application blank and some of them 
are not very well written, however, as 
a rule, they are correct; but when it 
comes to election day, then the clerk 
does not have the applicant's 
name 
written before him and in most in- 
stances another clerk from the one 
that served on registration day, and in 
many Instances, In fact most, the ad- 
dress of the voter is not given in the 
poll sheet on election day, and In some 
instances the old precinct la now a 
part of three of the new precincts and 
a few combinations 
the 
other way. 
Making the work of several different 
registration and election offlclals ap- 
pear in the new arrangement. 


Now a party may register his name 
correctly, give address, etc., but on 
election day the poll clerk, knowing 
the voters to be qualified, does not re- 
cord Ills address, uses nicknames or 
pet name and perhaps mlepells the 
name. 
Now this is one of the many 
situations that officials were up against 
When they checked up the registration. 
T1i«n all men 
make 
mistakes 
and 
everything may be all right with a 
voter, and -after all this work, his name 
might be omitted from the registered 
list. 
There will bo a few undoubtedly 
fn each precinct and in such a case 
there Is a wise provision made in the 
law. See Acts 1916, pages 5.39 and 540, 
whereby such an one can vote by mak- 
ing the proper affidavit and certificate. 
It would be well, however, to know 
that you are properly registered as the 
registration has been checked up un- 
doubtedly by both democrat and repub- 
lican committees, anft your precinct 
committeeman undoubtedly could tell 
you whether you are registered or not.

Those who must register are: 
All first voters must register. 
All 
who have moved into the precinct since 
the election in 1914, this includes any- 
one that may reside at the same place 
now that they did at election time in 
1914 and voted, but have in the mean- 
time moved out and then back to the 
same place, he must register, as he 
lost his residence when he moved. 
All 
those that registered in 1014, but did 
not vote must register. 


All parties that cannot f9r^ any rea- 
son go to the registration board of his 
precinct in person on registration day 
may register by affidavit. 
This, how- 
ever, must be prepared before hand and 
placed in the hands of a voter of the 
same precinct in which the voter re- 
sides, and delivered to the registration 
board on registration day. This includes 
traveling men, college students, railroad 
men, the side and any other business 
reason. 
Men. look well to this. Blanks 
can be secured from the registration in- 
spectors. 
Perhaps your committeeman 
maj'- have them, and if the county audi- 
tor has not given them all to the regis- 
tration inspectors, he" will gladly supply 
you.

Qualifications to register. 
Acts 1915, 
page 336-337. 
Section 7. 
At the ses- 
sion of the board of registration every 
male person, who at the time resides in 
the precinct in which he applies for 
Yegistration, and who will be of the age 
of twenty-one years, or upward.«, at 
the 
next ensuing Xovember ele» f:ion, 
and is a citizen of the United States, or 
if not a citizen of the United States, 
has declared his intention of becomins' 
a citizen 
of 
the United States, 
and 
who. if he continues to reside in the 
precinct until the next following No- 
vember election, wiU at that time have 
resided in the state of Indiana durinir 
the six (6) 
months 
and the United 
States during the one (1) year imme- 
diately preceding 
such 
election, and 
who shall have resided in the township 
sixty (60) days and in the ward or pre- 
cincty thirty 
(30) 
days before such 
election, if he continues to reside in 
such precinct until such election, shall, 
upon proper application, and if such per- 
son be registered to make application, 
be entitled to be registered in such pre- 
cinct. No other person or persons shall 
be entitled" to be so registered. 
Nothing 
in this act shall be construed as qualify- 
ing or attempting to qualify any person 
to vote at any election, even though 
registered, who would not be so oaulified 
if there were no registration act in force 
in this state. 
The purpose of this act 
being to provide for and require regia- 
traction in addition to the requirements 
of the election laws and the constitu- 
tion.

counter the efforts of the special prose- 
cutor, he declared. 


Murder Stirs St. Joseph. 


McDaniel's arrest brought to a head 


• investigations of many weeks' duration. 
The murder with which he is charged 
greatly stirred the city, as Mrs. McDan- 
iel came from a well known family and 
was prominent 
soc ally. 
She was 35 
years old and the mother of three chil- 
dren. 


In outlining

Lockwood declared that strained do- 
mestic relations and an alleged quarrel 
resulting from accusations by Mrs. Mc- 
Daniel would be the line of argument 
of the state as contributory conditions 
for the murder.

Autopsy showed no trace 
of narcotic in her system.

Six doctors, all friends of Dr. How- 
ard, assisted. 
They say that with the 
aid of a 
reflected 
light 
they 
found 
bruises on Mrs. Howard's throat and 
that her neck had been broken. 


Dr. Howard was arrested and charged, 
with murder by the coroner's jury. 


Then it was recalled, county officials 
claim, by W. J. Yeager, a prominent 
citizen, and others, that Dr. Howard had 
boasted: "I cap break one's neck in the 
twinkling of an eye." 


They say, according to officials, that 
the doctor explained how it could be, 
done with "the hangman knot" or Jiu 
Jitsu grip.

has run the guantlet of public and pro- 
fessional opinions. 
In its earlier days 
and its cruder form, its advocates were 
few and its progress was impeded by 
distrust of the conservative, quarrels of 
the faddists and an abundance of abuse 
by the pessimist. 
As the process at- 
tained greater perfection and its prin- 
ciples and good results became 
better 
known," the process gained in favor, its 
merits and usefulness could no longer 
be denied by men of intelligence and of 
progressive mind, suspicion changed in 
appreciation and abuse into enlogy. To- 
day there still exist-s some apparent di- 
version 
of 
opinion.t he great majority 
interested in the permanent progress of 
the dairy industry and seriously consid- 
ering the physical welfare of the con- 
suming public, look upon pasteurization 
as a logical and essential party in the 
process of production handling and man- 
ufacture of dairy products. 


It is well for dairymen to have a 
clear understanding of the real purpose 
for which we are pasteurizing.

The creameries adopted the 
process in order to free the cream of 
organisms injurious to the quality of 
butter, to control fermentation and by 
so doing make a product of improved 
flavor and superior keeping qualities. 


The ice cream manufacturer 
favors 
pasteurization because be knows he can 
get a better body and a larger swell 
when he ages his cream and to hold the 
cream long enough to accomplish 
this 
aging and still keep it sweet he must 
destroy the germs which cause it 
to 
sour and this he can best accomplish by 
pasteurization. 


But while conceived of an effective 
means to control fermentation and to 
improve the market value the process 
has been 
foimd equallj' successful in 
freeing the products 
from 
germs 
of 
milk borne human and animal diseases 
and in this capacity the process of pas- 
teurization has assumed the vastly im- 
portant responsibility of protecting the 
health and life of the consumer and pre- 
venting the 
spread of 
infectious 
dis- 
eases among live stock. In consideration 
therefore of. all these factors and forces 
so closely related to the welfare of the 
dairy industry the quality of our pro- 
ducts. the protection of the public and 
the li\'e stock interests, the public de- 
mand for safe and wholesome dairy pro- 
ducts, there can only be one answer con- 
cerning pasteurization of dairy products 
—the handAvriting is on the wall, it is 
distinct and unmistakable. 


Has Its Opponents. 


Pasteurization has its opponent.s its 
enemies as well aa its friends, both in 
the professional world and in the corn- 
mercial. 
Are their objections foimdt-d 
on approved facts? 
It is claimed by 
some that lactic ac germs are killed and 
leave" the putrefactive germs intact and 
that after pasteurization the putrefac- 
tive organisms are free to develsf» with- 
out the restraining action of the lactic 
ac germs. 
In the earlier daj's of pas- 
teurization this Avas true, but by our 
modern appliances there are suflicicnt 
lactic ac germs 
remain 
in 
the milk. 
This is evidenced by the souring facil- 
itie.s of pasteurized milk. 


It 1ms been argued further that pas- 
teurized 
milk 
contains poisonous 
pro- 
ducts whii'li are not destroyed by the 
process. 
This is true and it is equally 
true that pa.steurized milk i.s no worse 
than raw milk in (his respect inasmuch 
as these products are present 
in raw 
milk. 


It is also claimed that 
pasteuri/ed 
milk is less digestible. 
I'll not enter 
on this subject further than to say that 
l>astcurization 
properly 
executed 
does , 
not impair the digestibility of 
market 
milk and does render such milk 
less 
•luitable for infant feeding. 
I 
Commercially one of the greatest ob- 
iections to pasteurization is the destruc- 
tion of the cream line. 
The consumer 
jiidges the richness of milk by the cream 
formed in the neck of the bottle and 
many families desire to use this cream 
separately on the table. 
This renders 
the cream line commercially 
important 
and its absence loses trade. 
In 
raw 
milk the fat globules are grouped 
in 
clusters and in heating during the pro- 
cess of pasteurization if properly exe- 
cuted, the globules are broken up in 
finer masses, which if the milk is heat- 
ed to a temperature in excess of 
145 
degrees Fahrenheit 
the 
globules 
will 
not rise to the top, but at the proper 
temperature 
the process destroys 
the 
viscosity of 
milk 
rendering 
it 
more 
fluid and allowing a greater freedom of 
motion and the fat globules encounter 
less resistance and true to the law of 
gravity they promptly rise to the sur- 
"face. 


With a clear understanding of these 
simple facts and principles, it is obvious 
that the proper pasteurization of market 
milk not only does not destroy nor re- 
tard the cream line, biit that its forma- 
tion may actually be enhanced and thus 
falls into insignificance this last 
ob- 
jection to the product.

GREECE CANNOI HELP 


- 
; 


Does Not Produce Enough 
Cereals to Feed Her 
Own People. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—The rte- 
sources of Greece with respect to that 
country's possible influence on the out- 
come of the European war arc ¿et forth 
in the following war geography bulletin 
issued by the National Geographic so- 
ciety : 


"Unlike Rumania, Greece 
will 
not 
prove to be a food resource of the en- 
tente allies. 
On the contrary, this, the 
most southerly of the Balkan nations, 
does not produce enough cereals to feed 
her own people. 
Its chief agricultural 
product-—currants, 
the 
vine and 
the 
olive—^are to be classed among, the lux- 
uries rather than the necessities. 


"Including 
the 
territory 
acquired 
through the treaties of the 
first 
and 
second Balkan wars, Greece has an area 
equal to the combined areas of Belgium, 
Holland and Denmark. 
With the Al- 
banian territory of North Epirus, which 
the entente allies permitted her to oc- 
cupy in November, 1914, her total area 
now exceeds 46,000 square miles, being 
about as large as the state^ of Mississip- 
pi, but with a population 
(5,000,000) 
two and three-fourths as great, nearly 
approximating that of Illinois- 


"Although Greece 
is 
in 
'straitened 
financial 
circumstanoes,' 
her 
expendi- 
tures in 1914 exceeding her revenues by 
$31,600,000, she maintains an army of 
60,000 officers and men in peace times, 
and it is estimated that by calling out 
her reserves of all classes she can put 
450,000 men in the field, while her total 
available unorganized 
strength adds a 
half million to that number. 


•"Military service in Greece, as among 
practically all her neighbor nations, is 
compul.sory. 
and 
parliament has 
fixed 
upon 2.i,00n recruits as the annual conr 
tingent. 
The period of active 
service 
req\iired in the army is three years for 
cavalry and artillery and two years for 
infantry. 
For twenty-one years after 
his active training, which "begins in hia 
tAventieth year, the Greek citizen belongs 
to the first reserves, and for eight years 
thereafter he is listed among the second 
reserves—a total 
of thirty-one 
years' 
liability to military service. 
The equip- 
ment of the infantry is the Mannlicher- 
Schonauer rifle, similar to the Ruman- 
ian small arms. 
The field artillery is 
the French Schneider-Canet quick 
firer, 


"America has an especial sentimental 
interest in Greece's small navy, as two~ 
of her strongest 
fighting 
units are the 
Kilkis and the Lemos, 13,000 ton war- 
ships, which were renamed after having 
been purchased from our own govern- 
ment in 1014 for $12,500,000. Launched 
as sister ships in 1!)04 they were known 
in the American navy as the Mississippi 
and the Idaho. 
Another Greek warship 
with sin intere.sting history is the 10,000 
ton AverofF, which bears the name of 
a Greek millionaire who. by a provision 
of his will, left the bulk of his fortune 
to his country for the improvement of 
its navy. 
The two modern warships are 
the George I. (in..^OO tons) and the Ad- 
miral Coundourietis (5,-500 tons,^ 
both 
launched in 1014. 
A powerful battle- 
ship of 23,500 tons displacement is now 
under construction. 


"On the nortii and northwest Greece 
abiits on Bjilgaria. Serbia and Albania, 
the frontier 
touching

cour\tries being about the same length. 
In all other directions the peninsula is 
waterboTuid. 
So indented are it.s shorw 
that few place.!? in the coimtry. save in 
Thes^aly and Macedonia, are as much 
as fifty miles from the sea. and although 
it has only ahonnt one-tifth the area of 
the Spain Portugal peninstila. it ha."» a 
longer coast line. 
With the lon.2-rango 
15-inch rifles of the modem battleship 
almost every part of the historic nation 
would be vulnerable to the bombard- 
ment of a French, English or Italian 
fleet."

He threw up the job altogether when 
a girli.sh head protruded from the wiii- 
dow of the liouse next to the Jioos homo 
and a sharp voice explained: 


"Jf you move one inch over that lino 
again i am going to shoot you.'' 


Mennewisch climbed down the ladder. 
He does not believe this talk that men 
can work calmly under fire. He himted 
up the police and asked that Miss Irene 
Rohyans, 2725 Caihoun street, be placed 
under bond for surety of the peace. 


Miss Rohyans and her two girlish sis- 
ters, Mildred, teacher in the Nebraska 
school, and Helen, high school student, 
appeared in police court, Tuesday morn- 
ing. to answer the complaint. 


Miss Rohyans told that • there 
had 
been trouble between her father and 
Mr. Loose and in the absence of the 
father she took it upon l)ersclf to so.? 
that nobody trespassed an inch on their 
property. 
Her attoniey referred to the 
stately girl as "the keeper of the castle"' 
with much the same pride that history 
point.s to heroines who have beaten olT 
besiegers of the family household in the 
absence of their lords, in ages gone.

K I L L E D BY HIS PLAYMATE.
